With the trials of the saloonkeepers-scheé- 
uled to be resumed today, the Sunday closing 
crusede took a myeterious turn yesterday. 
Sabbath bar sleuths, myetertéue in their 
operations and more mysterious as to their 
affiliations, appeared in unexpected quarters 
in search of evidence of the violation of the 
tippling house law. 

Clubs and restaurants were the scenes of 
the activities of the latest aggregation of law 
enforcement people. The Union League was 
the only club they succeeded in getting into 
and there they found the bar closed and no 
drinks being served. At several other clubs 
they were denied admission by the doormen. 

The sleuths had an easier task in the res- 
taurants. In a score of cafés in the loop 
district the detectives secured evidence that 
drinks were on Sunday. 

Just what the forces that make 
for good” the 4 ives represented re- 
mains a mystery. They were disowned by 


‘Arthur Burrage Farwell and the Chicago 


Law and Order league, and by Daniel Cruice, 
the attorney who is conducting a more or 
less , mysterious prosecution of the down- 
town hotels for sellipg liquor on Sunday. 
The Lay and Order organization did no 
sleuthing during the day. This was in pur- 
suance of a decision to ahandon the gather- 
ing of evidence until a conviction is secured. 
Shortly after noon a pair of lynx eyed, 
wary individuals walked briskly into the 
Union League club and gained the clerk's 
desk before the doorman could intercept 
them. Wulle one of the men enga 
clerk in conversation the other Postal 1005 
the club parlors, where half a dosen méh 
were seated in conversation. No drinks weré 
in sight. 


Union League Buffet Closed. 

After finding it impossible to penetrate 
farther into the clubhouse the detectives tn- 
formed the clerk that they were doing a little 
Sunday closing crusading and they would 
like to lodk into the buffet. 

* Go as far ap you like,” replied the clerk. 

The detectives wandéred all over the club- 
house irr their search for violations of the lew. 


They found the buffet closed and deserted. 


drinks were to be seen. Then the sleuths 
departed, complimenting the clerk on the 
Strict observance of the law. 

At the University club the detectives were 
told by the doormen that only members and 
members’ guests were admitted, and they 
left without getting across the threshold. 


‘They did not attempt to get into the Chicago 


club, but it was reported they gained ad- 
mission at the New Illinois Athletic club. 
The doorman said he had not seen anybody 
answering the description of a sleuth. At 
the Chicago Athletic club the doorman knew 
nothing of the pair. 

Just what restaurants were Piperized is 
not known. It was reported to an official 
of .the Hotelkeepers’ association that evi- 
dence was being gathered in 4 score of cafés 
within the loop and in most of the res- 
taurants there wil no difficulty in having 
drinks served either with or without food. 

Mr. Cruice declined to explain what he was 
doing. The hotelkeepers believe he is repre- 
senting the Hquor dealers who would like 
to see the hotels, clubs, and cafés pulled 
into the boat with themselveg, The hotel 
cases will come up for trial Jan. 6. 

Piperizing of saloons was confined to En- 
giewood, where E. J. Davis, yice president of 
the Englewood Law and Order league, gath- 
ered evidence. He reported eighteen places 
in Haleted street and two in State street were 
open. 

United Societies on Both Sides. 

Arthur Burrage Farwell confined his ac- 
tivities to the rousing of public opinion on 
the liquor question in an address he made 
before a meeting in the afternoon in Avon- 
dale Methodist Episcopal church. He urged 
every one present to write a letter to Mayor 
Busse demanding the closing of the saloons 
on Sunday. This meeting was advertised 
in a startling manner. Handbille, which 
were widely circulated, bore this heading: 
SUNDAY’S GOING DRY.

at Head of Youthful Band. 


SCORE OF HOLDUPS IN MONTH 


Man Who Broke Fetters as He. Fled 
Fort.Has Briet Career of Crime. 


Scorning to be a mere peaceful private ina 
standing army when he could be the com- 
mander in chief of a daring band of robbers, 
Arthur Doyle deserted the service of the 
United States for the more exciting and war- 
like occupation. For a month the operations 
of his raiders have kept the est side police 
on the move, but yesterday he and his youth- 
ful followers were hemmed in by detectives 
at West Madison and Halsted streets. 

Doyle did not make his change of service 
without considerable opposition from the 
United States government. He entered the 
service in the summer of 1906 and was sent 
to Columbus, O. Soldier life soon displeased 
him and he ran away. Recaptured in May 
year, he was sentenced to eighteen 
months at hard labor and was confined at 
Fort Sheridan. 

Files Irons from Legs. 

Again he tried to escape, but was recap- 
tured and put in irons. These didn't hold 
him long. On Nov. 4 he filed the shackles 
from his legs, cut a hole in the roof of the 
guardhouse, and with a companion named 
Frank Kaba escaped. 

They disguised themselves with army over- 
coats and took along a rifle and five reunds 
of ammunition. They walked to Chicago, 
then separated, and Doyle soon afterward or- 
ganized his outlaw band. 

‘I would have remained and taken my 
medicine,” said Doyle, after his arrest, “ but 
they almost starved metodeath. They made 
me do hard work and did not feed me enough 
to keep up my strength. Now, I suppose I 
will go back and get worse. 


Robbers Are Mere Boys. 

The gang arrested included Doyle, who is 
22 years old; Milton Gaines, aged 21; James 
Ginty, aged 19; and Joseph Connell, aged 20. 
All are said to live in a rooming house at 
433 West Madison street. 

The capture was by Detectives Callaghan, 
Monoghan, Shea, and O’Keefe of the War- 
ren avenue station, 

The prisoners admitted five holdups and 
two burglaries in the last few days. The 
most spectacular was the robbing of a board- 
ing house in the afternoon of Thursday at &9 
Warren avenue. Ginty and Doyle entered 
the house and found Charles E. Burnap sit- 
ting at a desk reading. 

Ginty slipped behind him and held his arms 
while Doyle, for want of a rope, tore down 
some lace curtaine and used them to tie his 
victim. They got a watch and $75 in money 
and escaped. 

Four Attacks in One Night. 

Wednesday night the gang was exception- 
ally busy. In Franklin boulevard they tried 
to hold up Henry Myers, 185 Albany avenue, 
and Thomas J. Henley, 1616 Carroll avenue. 
The men showed fight and Ginty fired two 
shots at Myers, both penetrating a dinner 
pail he was carrying. The men succeeded in 
beating off the youthful robbers. Dr. D. J. 
Griffin, 72 Sacramento avenue, was held up at 
Fulton street and North Sacramento avenue 
and robbed of $45. Dr. M. Guerin, 261 Spauid- 
ing avenue, suffered a like fate at West Ohio 
street and North Sawyer avenue, and was 
relieved of a watch and $90 in cash. A, F. 
Homma, 212 North Albany avenue, was held | 
up just as he was about to enter his own 
house and a watch and $50 taken.

POISON CANDY FROM CHICAGO

Box of Sweets Received Thanksgiving 
Day by Mise Margaret Sterna, Chi- 
cago Girl, Now in Denver. 


Denver, Colo., Dec. 15.—[Special. ]—Poi- 
soned candy received on Thanksgiving day 
almost killed Miss Margaret E. Sterns, who 
recently came to Denver with her brother 
William from Chicago. The box of sweets 
delivered to her boreemo mark to show the 
identity of the sender. She is not fond of 
candy and laid it away until last Friday, 
uight, when she ate two pieces, and soon be- 
came violently ill. Doctors this afternoon 
pronounced her out of danger. 

The brother left for Chicago tonight, and 
will try to find the sender of the candy. He 
says: 

“ The box of candy came from some one in 
Chicago, who evidently kept track of her 
movements. I haven't the least idea who 
the sender could have been. I remember 
seeing the address on the box and think 
the handwriting was a woman's. I am posi- 
tive my sister was poisoned by the candy, 
and believe had she eaten more she would 
be dead. I intended starting to Chicago 
Friday night, and she brought out the candy

EPSOM SALTS AN ANASSTHETIC;

New York, Dec. 18.— Announcement of the 
discovery of a new anesthetic soon will be 
made by the Rockefeller Institute for Medi- 
cal Research.

BREWERY COMPANY IS LOSER 


Door Evidently Opened by Some One 
Who Knew the Combination. 


Albert Rathyen, cashier of the Fred Milier 
Brewery company, 145 North Western ave- 
nue, ig under arrest on suspicion of com- 
j plicity in the theft of $3,000 and valuable 
papers Saturday night from the safe in the 
company’s office. No instruments were used 
in opening the safe, and the only person be- 
side Rathyen who knew the combination to 
the safe is said to be William Volbert, presi- 
dent of the Chicago branch of the company, 
the main offices of which are in Milwaukee, 
Wis. 

Indellble pencil marks were found on the 
combination knob and these cause the police 
to believe the person or persons who opened 
the safe were guided by these marks, placed 
there by some one in the office. 


Robbery Discovered by Woman. 

The robbery was discovered at 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning by Mrs. Hans Meyer- 
beck, who lives above the offices. She and 
others living in the building heard no noise 
during the night. Four doors had to be 
opened before the safe could be reached, and 
duplicate keys are believed to have been 
used. 

When Mre. Meyerbeck entered the offices 

she found the outer door of the heavy safe 
ajar. The strong box had been taken out, 
emptied, and thrown beneath a desk. Pa- 
pers, of no value to the robbers, were strewn 
upon the floor. 
Mre. Meyerbeck notified August Salzgeber, 
a clerk in the place, of her discovery. He 
then summoned Thomas Cermek, another 
clerk, and then summoned by telephone Mr. 
Volbert, who lives at 1177 Washington boule- 
vard. 

On his arrival Mr. Volbert made a hurried 
examination of the offices and safe and then 
notified the police. Lieut. Custy and several 
detectives went to the place. 


Cashier Taken Into Custody. 

None of the four doors in the building gave 
indications of having been opened by force 
and the police decided that someone familiar 
with the office was responsible. Lieut. Custy 
conferred with Volbert and Rathyen's arrest 
followed. 

Rathyen,who lives at 418 Elm street, denies 


the charges. He said he left the office at 1 


o’clock Saturday afternoon after he had 
closed the safe. At that time there was $3600 
in gold coin, $500 in clearing house checks, 
and between $1,500 and $2,000 in bills in the 
safe. There was also a bunch of certified 
checks, the amount of which, he said, he 
does not know. He has been with the com- 
pany less than a year. 

Lieut. Custy said Rathyen would be held 
untid a further investigation could be made. 

„ pbeMeve the robbery was committed, 
or at least planned, by some one connected 
with the office,” hesaid. “* Rathyen, though, 
says that when he went to work at the place 
he wrote the combination on a piece of paper 
and that he afterward lost it. Some one may 
have found it.“

the City’s Streets.

WAGONS NOT EMPTIED. 


Procession of Partly Filled Ve- 


hieles Noted All Afternoon 
Leaving Dump. 


Some thrifty persons who find $5 a day 
for a team profitable income from the city 
did what they could yesterday to nurse 
along ’’ the job of cleaning up the snow from 
streets in the First ward. : 

So instead of dumping all the snow from 
their wagons on the wind swept lake front 
at the foot of Van Buren street, they would 
take back A. of it in their wagons. «he 
more snow. the more work, they argued. 

The same interesting device was resorted 
to by teamsters in the regular employ of the 
city. These are .Péquited to take not fewer 
than four loada.te the dump as a day’s work. 
That doren’t look like many loads, but 
of the téameter# don't get to work early in 
the morning and they cant always find 
snow awaiting them for foading. If they 
don't take four loads a day they are docked 
from one-half to three-fourthe of a day's 
pay,. Just according to how the boss happens 
to feel. ; 

The bottom of every fourth or fifth wagon 
that passed the Chicago club in the after-' 
noon on its return from the dump, it was 
noticed, was covered with snow. In some 
cases the space under the seat wee filled 
to the top with lumps of snow. No attempt 
apparently had been made to shovel it out. 


Mayor Wants to Know Why. 

Mayor Busse heard about the 
later. He's an old team owner and up to 
the devices of drivers. 

I'll look into it as soon as 1 can get 
in touch with Ward Supt. Robert N. Coch- 
rane,’ said the mayor. They ought to have 
an inspector for those wagons.” 

Mr. Cochrane, when seen, said there was an 
inspector for the wagons. He didn’t see how 
any partly loaded wagone could escape the 
eagle eye of this inspector. Yet there they 
were, an endless procession of them passing 
west in Van Buren street, for more loads. 

Supt. Cochrane said most of the snow would 
be removed by evening from the streets of 
the First ward, which extends as far as 
Twenty-second street. 

There were 340 teams working yesterday— 
most of them with a capacity of five yards 
each. Assuming that each team took four 
loads to the dumps a total of 6,800 yards of 
snow would have been removed from the 
streets by night, but as has been explained 
some of it went back again from the dumps. 


Will Reduce Force Today. 

Splashing through the mushy snow in the 
afternoon, cleaning it up with shovels and 
hoes, piling it up so the wagons could carry 
it away, 412 men were working. 

Well reduce the teams to 150 in the morn- 
ing and cut down the force of men in the 
streets to 300, Mr. Cochrane said. 

Forty more teams applied for work in the 
morning than the department could use and 
more kept coming all day, indicating that 
many teamsters would like to pick up a little 
money. 

Shoveler Drowns in River. 

When shoveling snow into the river at La 
Salle avenue in the afternoon Dominick Tor- 
torelli, 42 years old, employed by the city, 
sipped in and drowned. Anton Sortill, a 
fellow workman, attempted to catch him 
and he, too, almost dost his footing. The 
body waa swept away by the swift current. 


More Snow Is Predicted. : 

There were some snow flurries during the 
day. The temperature was steady, ranging 
from 28 to 36 degrees. More snow, a contin- 
uation of December temperature, and sharp 
northwest winds are predicted for the next 
two days.

SEND IN YOUR COMPLAINTS. 

The reports of the work of the sanitary 
and food inspectors which Tun Trreune 
has been printing from day to day re- 
veal two things, One is the pressing neod 
of thorough and continuous inspection, 
A frightful state of affairs has been dis- 
closed in many parts of the city. The 
other is the lack of an adequate inspec- 
tion force, There is an enormous amount 
of work to be done, and “the laborers are 
few.” No matter how active aud intelii- 
gent the handful of inspectors may be 


‘they cannot be omnipresent and om- 


niscient. 

Therefore it is the duty, and it should 
be the pleasure, of the public to aid the 
overworked health department. Insauni- 
tary conditions prevail in hundreds of ten- 


ement houses and stores where food 1s. 


sold which may escape the notice of tho 
inspectors, but which some ‘citizen must 
have knowledge of. His regard for the 
health of the community, if not for his 
gwn health, should prompt him to report 
every case that he notices. 

Tum Tunsum calls on its readers to 
send it prompt and precise information of 
all cases coming under their eyes where 
laws and ordinances relating to pure food, 
sanitation, and the prevention of disease 
are being violated. In some instances the 
violation is due to ignorance. In others 
it is deliberate, with the hope that ths 
offense will not be detected. Publicity 


will often frighten these offenders into 


good behavior. 

Those people are the best protected who 
do not rely exclusively on the laws passed 
for their benefit and the men who should 
enforce them but who do something to 
protect themselves, Citizens who wish to 
gee enforced the pure food and sanitary 
laws, on whose rigid observance the health 
and well being of the community depends, 
should keep their eyes wide open and re- 
port to Tus Trisuns whatever they find 
amiss... They will serve themselves and 
the health department as well. 


GOOD ROADS. 

The National Grange recently adopted 
resolutions favoring the immediate enact- 
ment by congress of legislation making 
liberal appropriations for the improvement 
of the public highways of the country. 
It has been suggested that $50,000,000 
appropriated at the rate of $10,000,000 a 
year would be just enough. 

The condition of the highways in most 
parts of the country leaves much to be 
desired, but this is not a good time to ask 
congress to appropriate, and that on a 
grand scale, for work which hitherto has 
been left exclusively to the states. So 
many different interests are appealing to 
congress for appropriations that some of 
them are bound to be disappointed. 

The reaction from the exuberant pros- 
perity of the last few years must hare 
an effect on the revenues of the govern- 
ment, The receipts from customs duties 
and internal revenue taxes may be ex- 
pected to decline. It will be in order for 
congress to study economy and to be 85 
moderate in its expenditures that a def- 
icit will be impossible. 

But congress is asked to increase the 
government expenditures. It is asked to 
enter upon the improvement on a graud 
scale of the inland waterways, to add con- 
siderably to the cost of maintenance of 
the army and the navy, and to order the 
construction of four new battleships. A 
proposition that the general government 
shall vote money towards the building of 
highways is not likely to be favorably con- 
sidered. 

It should not be. The development of 
the activities of the federal government is 
rapid enough as it is. States, countica, 
and townships should construct their owa 
highways, which are chiefly for local uae. 
The general government finds abundant 
employment in the field of great national 
enterprises, such as irrigation schemes, the 
improvement of important rivers and har- 
bors, the maintenance of a quarantiue 
service, etc. Intolerable confusion would 
ensue if the federal government were to 
begin to divide with local taxpayers the 
cost of road building, and it should keep 
out of something which is none of its 
business. If there are states where the 


local authorities do not attend to the build- 


ing of higitways let the National Grange 
urge the legislatures of those states to 
impose a per capita tax or one on land 
to meet the cost of construction. 

The national government has not voted 
any money for highways, and should nét 
begin doing so, but it has, through one of 
its agencies, been giving good advice 10 
the local authorities who build and main- 
tain roads. The office of good roads, 
which is one of the bureaus of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, furnishes expert ad- 
vice whenever called on. It tests road 
making materials and investigates meth- 
ods of road construction. 

A large proportion of the money spent 
on roads in this country is wasted through 
not knowing how to use it wisely. If the 
farming communities which need good 
roads will apply to the office of good roads 
for expert advice, which will be freely 
given them, they will be about as much 
benefited as they would be by a federal 
appropriation. 


COMMON PROBLEMS OF c. CITIES, 


Examination of the daily papers of | 


other large cities and comparison of the 
subjects treated in their columns with 
those discussed by the Chicago press 
often show a surprising Similarity of in- 
terest. Topics which seem local in their 
bearing and forced upon the attention 
because of peculiar conditions in Chicago 
are found to have place also in the life 
of other cities where almost the exact 
words used here are reproduced, with 
names alone changed.

Powerscourt is one of the most stately 
homes of the Irish aristocracy. For Irish 
the family has been since the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, and its possessions, as well as its 
principal honors, are Irish. 

Approached by a mile long avenue of fine 
old beeches, most of them over 200 years old, 
the mansion bears evidence of the various pe- 


structure having been an ancient castle, some 
of the walle of which, from eight to ten feet 
thick, are still to be seen in the central part 
of the building. 

It u beautifully situated, amid splendid 
scenery, in what has been calied the garden 
of Ireland, and the deer park, over 1,000 
acres in extent, contains an immense herd of 
beautiful Japanese deer, all born on the 
property, as well as the famous Powerscourt 
waterfall, 870 feet high, and well known to 
tourists as the ‘highest waterfall in the 
British islands. 

The place has been in the possession of the 
Wingfields since the reign of James I., who 
made a grant thereof to the first Lord Pow- 
erscourt, and had previously been the scene 
of a number of historic sieges in the wars 
by which Ireland was devastated in the thir- 
teenth, fourteenth, fifteenth, and sixteenth 
centuriés; and as late as in the reign of Henry 
VIII., after it had been seized and held for 
a time by the O’Kavanaghs, they were forced 
to surrender to Sir George Stanley, who put 
no less than seventy-four of them to death. 

The late Lord Powerscourt's brother, the

been born in 1804, and Lady Powerscourt 
in 1844.

Lord Leicester, now in his eighty-Afth year, 
is the son and heir of that wonderfully pic- 
turesque and popular character, Mr. Coke 
of Holkham,“ the typical whig county mag- 
nate and Norfolk squire, and who was the 
most vigorous and passionate champion of 
America throughout her war of independence, 
nightly toasting George Washington as the 
greatest man on earth while the struggle 
lasted, and flercely denouncing George III. 
as the worst man who ever sat on a 
throne,’’ and his prime minister as that vile 
Pitt, head of the vile tories.“ Indeed, his 


creed was to fear God, help man, and hate 


tories.’’ 

Nor will it be forgotten here that it was he 
who, arrayed in the picturesque country 
garb which, as a knight of the shire, he had 
a right to wear at court, and in which Gains- 
borough painted him, presented to the dis- 
comfited king the parliamentary address 
which put an end to the American war. In 
fact, it was he who moved and carried in 
parliament the motion and address to the 
crown for Great Britain's recognition of 
American independence. 

How independent he was is perhaps best 
shown by the fact that when, on one occa- 
sion,. George IV., at the time prince regent, 
intimated to Coke that he proposed to honor 
him with a royal visit at Holkham, Coke, 
who disapproved of the prince’s treatment of 


Mrs. Fitzherbert, curtly informed him that. 


„ Holkham was open to strangers on Tues- 
days. 

It is not generally known that Coke of 
Holkham was the inventor and originator 
of the hat whith here in America is usually 
described as a Derby, but which in Eng- 
land is known either as a billycock or as 
a ** bowler.’’ 

Coke realized the need of a hat which would 
keep on his headin wind and not be damaged 
by rain, and accordingly conveyed his ideas 
upon the subject to his hatter, a man of the 
name of William Bowler, in the borough. 
The latter produced, in accordance with 
Coke's designs and views, the low crowned 
stiff felt headgear which, as 1 have men- 
tioned above, is sometimes known as the 
„„ powler and sometimes as the billy- 
cock,“ the latter being merely a ee 
ot Billy Coke.“ 7

Coke, who did more than any other man ot 
his time to promote scientific farming not 
only in Great Britain but aleo in America, 
was offered seven times a peerage by six 
different prime ministers, which he refused, 
disdaining, as Sheridan put it, to hide his 
head within a coronet, and preferring to 
spend £500,000 upon his thirteen elections as 
knight of the shire, that is to say, as repre- 
sentative of his county in the house of com- 
mors. 

On the elghth occasion of the peerage being 
pressed upon him he yielded, and accepted 
the earldom of Leicester and the viscounty 
of Coke, these being the first peerages cre- 
ated by Queen Victoria on her accession. 

~>- 

The present Lord Leicester lives up in every 
respect to the traditions of his famous father 
as the great county magnafé, and is never 
happy away from his ancestral home at 
Holkham in Norfolk. 

Holkham park is inclosed by a wall over 
nine miles long, and within ite limits is the 
most famous bird sanctuary in the united 
kingdom. It is celebrated among ornitholo- 
gists as the refuge of all sorts of rare wild 
birds, domestic and foreign. The sanctuary 
consists of certain portions of the property 
and certain lakes which are devoted to them. 
and where they are absolutely safe from any 
kind of disturbance. The bird world seems 
to know this and the spectaciegsometimes 
presented on the shores of these sheets of 
water is altogether unique. 

The entire Holkham estate covers an area 
of 50,000 acres, ard the property has been in 
the possession of the Coke family since the 
days of Sir Edward Ooke, the lord chief 
justice of England under Queen Elizabeth 
and James I.

The result 
is his work can astonish because of. the 
frightful speed at which he plays certain 
things—the Chopin Etude yesterday, for ex- 
ample—or the terrifying racket he can win 
from the plano when he hits it a blow that 
would shatter anything less durable than a 
modern grand.

Song Recital by Lawrence Rea. 

In Music hall Lawrence Rea gave a song 
recital. His program was of unusual attrac- 
tiveness, but was presented with such 
Promptness that the final group had been 
reached by the time the Hambourg solos at 
Orchestra hall had been played. I was able, 
therefore, to hear only five English songs, 
but the manner in which these were given 
and the enthusiastic and appreciative atti- 
tude of the audience told of good work being 
done by the singer. Mr. Rea has a baritone 
voice which is under excellent control, is of 
ample range, and good volume. The tonal 
quality is inherently not especially sympea- 
thetic, but the intelligence and the precision 
with which the voice is used lend the organ 
charm and make all that it does interesting 
and agreeable. The diction is particularly 
clear, sharp, and exact, and in phrasing, 
shading, and dramatic expression the 
singer’s work calls for only the sincerest 
commendation. 

Mrs. Lapham was at the piano, which is 
equivalent to saying that the accompani- 
ments were in every respect admirable.

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WORK FOR CHICAGO TO DO. 

[Editor of The Tribune.]—During my seven 
months’ trip on the Pacific coast I was 
surprised at the dense ignorance shown by 
the people concerning what might be called 
the recent devélopment of Chicago along the 
artistic and literary interests of life. I had 
again and again to show audiences that we 
had passed out of the pioneer stage and that 
we were now in possession of great institu- 
tions of learning, art, and benevolence; but 
they would persist in regarding us as re- 
markable only for our stockyards and red 
light district. 

I have thought since that perhaps the press 
was a little to blame for not exploiting the 
institutions of art. and scholarship, and 
philanthropy, which certainly now distin- 
guish Chicago. When I would inform an au- 
dience that Chicago was the greatest mu- 
sical, medical, and university center in 
America and perhaps in the world it was an 
eye opener, and an enumeration of our vari- 
ous institutions was received with surprise. 

Now can you not do something to remove 
this stigma? e. g., even our own people 
hardly know anything of our museums, pic- 
ture galleries, libraries, etc. I would 
have the obsolete and silly practice of charg- 


ing admission abolished—all days free days. 


I would have competent exponents of the col- 
lections, the pictures, and other objects ready 
to give lectures, and especially men of liter- 
ary ability able to tell the people what were 
in the books; interpreters of art and litera- 
ture. -A vast fountain of educational and 
civie knowledge is locked up; it needs some 
one to open it for our children and citizens, 
and in this way Chicago may be known as 
the Corinth H not the Athens of the west.

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THE INDETERMINATE SENTENCE. 

{Editor of The Tribune. ]~In the inter- 
esting and important discussion of crime be- 
fore the Physicians’ club it was suggested 
that the indeterminate sentence may well 
be applied to the young and teachable offend- 
er, but not to the confirmed criminal. This 
{is a serious error: it is precisely to the con- 
firmed criminal, too dangerous to let loose 
upon the community, that the genuine inde- 
terminate sentence is applicable. It is a pop- 
ular mistake to suppose that this measure 
means merely easy release; statistics show 
that in Illinois and elsewhere the new law 
tends to lengthen the term served by old 
offenders. The truth is that our present law 
is not logical, it is not an indeterminate sen- 
tence law in any full sense. Ifthe legislature 
would remove the maximum Ümit for serious 
felonies and require the state board, under 
proper judicial control, to retain habitual 
and old offenders through life as unfit for 
freedom, we should come nearer to a true in- 
determinate sentence law. Then the board 
could do what is now impossible, retain 
really dangérous men and keep the younger 
offenders under long observation until they 
prove their ability to use liberty without peril 
to life and property. What the speakers 
‘meant was not the abolition of the law but 
its’ extension logically toward a more 
thorough application to social defense. Illi- 
nois has merely a fragnient of an indetermi- 
nate sentence law.

Make a brown with a spoonful of nice 


to Sew On Lace. 

There Is an ‘exquisite and dellanttul ‘stitch 
for sewing on lace which few people know of. 
It is used for applying lace to fine fabrics, 
such as handkerchiefs: To do this work. first 
lay the lace over the edge of the goods to 
the depth of half an inch or so. Baste it 
straight to a thread a little distance from 
the edge of the lace. The needle should then 
be placed into the goods a tiny distance from 
the lace. 

The needle is ineerted in the first hole and 
drawn up through the , wo that the 
goods taken up in the first stitch is taken up 
again in the second stitch. The thread is 
pulled strug, and the needle is then placed into 
the first hole for the third time, but is brought 
up through the. fabric and the extreme edge 
of the lace. The thread should be drawn 
through to its full length. Take a stitch 
back through the edge of thé lace and the 
‘material and bring it up in the hole made by 
the previous stitch. Tighten the thread and 
place the needle in the same hole as though 
to take a second: stitch, but this time bring 
the needle out thro the material on a 
line even with the 1 mer taken. The di- 
rections given for the first atitches to be 
taken in the fabric and not in the lace are 
repeated. Repeat this until. the lace is fast- 
ened entfrely to the material. 


Drawing the thread tight in this way and 


taking practically a,stitch and a half each 
time produce a kind of a double hematitched 


effect which is charming. Now cut away 


the material from under the lace to within 
an eighth of an inch. This raw edge will not 
leave the work in a weak condition, but win 
wear and launder nicely, Many women think 
it untidy and balk at this raw edge, in- 
sisting upon sewing it. It is this relentless 
sewing of a thing which really should have

the grace and originality of a garment, mak- 
ing it appear bulky and thick.

Easy Way to Make Straps. 


When making st to trim the seams of 
a coat or skirt cut them on the length of the 
cloth, not bias. Fold the strip of cloth even- 
ly through the center and overhand the edges 
together -with coarse, even stitches. Press 
flat with a moderately hot iron, on the wrong 
side. Baste over the seam and stitch near 
each edge.

Many Store Employes Physical Wrecks 
Beſore Christmas Dawns. 


“Do your Christmas: shepping now and 
give Chicago's thousards of salespeople = 
chance to enter a little into the joy and good 
cheer of Christmas,"" was the appeal made 
to union labor yesterday and the delegates 
to the Chicago federation were asked to urge 
it on their iccal unions. The request that 
organized labor live up to the eight hour day 
within the 
regular hours of the elght hour working day 
was presented by the Woman's Trade Union 
league following the issuance by the big de- 
partment stores of the usual holiday sched- 
ule, which adds several hours in the evening 
to the working day. 

For .Chicago’s “thousands of salespeople 
the holiday season means a period of almost 
slave driven work instead of a period of 
joy and merrymaking,’’ said Mrs. Raymond 
Robins. Many are mere girls and unable 
physically. to stand the two weeks’ strain.” 


Go Home Through Dark Streets. 

Miss Mary E. McDowell of the University 
of Chicago Settlement house related pa- 
thetic instances of the hatdship entailed by 
evening shopping. 

“During the rush weeks before Christ- 
mas, she said, the salesgirls, many of 
whom live far out, have to work nearly till 
midnight. Then they have to go home on 
the cars, which run infrequently late at 
night, and sometimes walk several blocks 
along the dark streets.

Her skill on the violin, even more than her 
beauty, had attracted the attention of the 
lawyer when she first came to the city.

BOY AN ELECTRICAL GENIUS: 
SENDS.POWER BY WIRELESS. 


‘Worcester, Mass., High School Pupil 
Goes Marconi One Better in Transmis- 
sion Problem—Promises Greater Feat 


Worcester, Mase., Dec. 18.— [Special. 
Harry M. Grout, a 19 year old Spender boy, 
has gone Marconi one better and succeeded 
in operating electric lights and motors by 
electro-magnetic waves at distances of 900 
feet and more. 

According to authorities at the Worcester 
Polytechnic institute th's is something that 
has never been accomplished before. Power 
has been sent through the air for a few feet, 
but nothing to approach the distances at 
which young Grout has successfully operated 
his lights and motors by wireless. 

Grout says he believes that in a short time 
he will be able to transmit power regularly 
and in a practical and reliable manner by 
wireless. He has been studying wireless 
telegraphy for five years, electricity being 
his hobby. He is a student at the David H. 
Prouty High school. Grout is now planning 
the establishment of two wireless stations, 
three miles apart, for the transmission of 


power.

In the last few days receipts have 
averaged only a little over 200 cars a day, 
which is unusually light for this season of 
the year. And now comes stormy weather, 
with ite traffic delays and other restrictions. 
Shippers are active buyers of cash corn, as 
are the industrial interests. It is an agton- 
ishing fact that at the windup of the largest 
erop ever raised, stocks all over the country 
are practically exhausted and old corn is 
selling in this market at 600. If that is the 
outcome of a 8,000,000,000 bu yield, what can 
be expected from a crop 600,000,000 bu smaller 
and of inferior quality? The truth is that 
not enough corn has been raised this season 
to meet the requirements of the farm. Look 
at the state of Iowa, which will not havea 
du to spare for shipment outside of its own 
boundaries. It has, at the most, a crop not 
to exceed 250,000,000 bu, or 188,000,000 bu less 
than last year.“ ö

Developments in last week's oats market 
presented little in the way of newness. Trade 
was tame, and prices moved within narrow 
The big. bull interests appear to be 


much action. The market presents a coy- 
gested condition. Receipts are fairly large, 
but stocks of contract grain are light on al- 
most all sides.
